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DEALING WITH WILLFULL INTERFERENCE 
By Spyros Kosmetatos, N4NIA 

Attempting to solve the problem of willfull and malicious in- 
terference to communications can be a frustrating experience. 
Many times, painstaking DF efforts result in the identification and 
location of someone causing the interference. Getting that someone 
off the air, cited, or even getting them to stop their illegal act ies 
is another matter. 

‘ With the limited and diffused resources of the FCC, it is not 
practical to expect them to solve the problem. The responsibility 
shifts back to the amateurs themselves, who must be willing to 


work to ensure the integrity of their allocated spectrum. 


Several weeks ago, we were experiencing some severe problems 
on a popular South Florida repeater. Profanity, jamming and 
continuous clicking were interfering with QSO’s to the point that 
the amateurs deserted the frequency. I became furious over the 
fact that one idiot had driven numerous lawfully operating stations 
off the air. 

Later, someone who knew I was a police officer asked me if I 
could arrest someone caught jamming or causing problems if the 
person was identified through direction finding. This raised a 
number of questions in my mind, and I called my department’s 
legal unit to get clarification. The bottom line was that I couldn't, 
as I was not able to enforce federal statutes. 

Furious again, I went looking in the Florida statutes for 
something I could use. The closest I came was a law against 
unlawfully interfering with police or fire communications. As this 
was not appropriate, I figured the next best thing was to havea law 
written that could be used to get the clowns off the air. 


~ I drafted up what I think would be a fair and enforceable statute 


that would cover amateur and public service communications. As 
this would cover the communications of agencies such as the Red 
Cross, Civil Air Patrol, MARS and local CD officers, I considered 
this a comprehensive measure that many people could benefit 
from. Considering further the tremendous value of such com- 
munications during hurricanes, fires and other emergencies, I 
thought that it would stand a fair shot of getting off the ground. 

Basically the statute states that it would be unlawful to make any 
sounds, jamming, unauthorized speech or generate any signals on 
a frequency allocated to amateur radio or any group that provides 
public service communications. 

Worded along the lines of the existing statute prohibiting in- 
terference to police and fire communications, it would not affect 
FCC rules. It simply says the same thing the FCC rules do, except it 
can now be handled on a local level. A police officer in the state can. 
enforce it, and the violator charged, tried and (hopefully) con- 
victed without FCC or federal participation. As you can see, it can 
be a very useful asset, and complements any DF effort by outlining 
a course of action once the violator is identified and located. 

Getting such a law enacted will take hard work. By the time you 
read this I hope to have contacted a state representative and ex- 
plain our problem. If all goes well we may be able to get a bill in- 
troduced to the Florida Legislature. In the meantime, I need input 
from the ham community. The South Florida FM Association 
adapted a resolution supporting such legislation at its January 
meeting. If your club, association, or you as an individual believe 
we can help amateur radio this way, then take a minute and write 


mea letter showing support. I can then use this to show concern in 


the amateur community, and prove that the legislation is needed. . 


I hope to hear from clubs statewide, as this law would benefit

After all, nothing in this world 
is perfect. Why doesn’t this guy open up?” 

Okay. We admit it. There is a weakness, a serious one: com- 
munications. Yep, MARS, though it is essentially a com- 
munications operation, has a speech impediment, caused by an 
official, high-level gag. 


You know that there’s an Army MARS, a Navy-Marine Corps 
MARS, and an Air Force MARS. But did you know that — as far as 
radio communications are concerned — the three groups are 
hardly on speaking terms? Each service has its individual, private 
frequencies, and no MARS member is permitted to transmit on 
frequencies other than those of the service he belongs to. 

Suppose you are in Navy MARS, and you have some message 
traffic going to cadets at West Point, NY. You tune in an Army 
freq., and it’s a New York Army net. You think you can crash and 
dump your traffic? Nope! That’s Army turf, and the U.S. Navy is 
no more welcome than the Russian Navy! The way you have to 
send the traffic is so complicated that a sick carrier pigeon can 
beat your time all to smash. 


There is another solution offered. There are nets available in 
which each service is supposed to transmit on its own freq. and 
listen 0h the other service’s freqs., which takes us back to the days 
when everybody used separate transmitters and receivers — or, 
maybe Washington expects every MARS member to spring for an 
outboard VFO or a $2000 transceiver with memory options. 

One Army MARS member proposed that one frequency be 
selected which would be open to all MARS services — just one, you 
understand — and the brass reacted as if he’d suggested that 
Princess margaret of England marry Fidel Castro in the Vatican. 

Well, it could be worse, right? Er — as a matter of fact, it is 
worse. Consider the U.S. Military in battle. During the liberation of 
Grenada, a U.S. Army officer found his men to be badly in need of 
gun-fire support from U.S. Navy ships offshore. So he got on the 
radio and called the ships, which did no good, since the ships were 
monitoring Navy frequencies, and his Army rig was locked into 
Army frequencies — apparently some Pentagon desk-pilot’s 
solution to inter-service interference. 


Being resourceful, the Army officer went into an ordinary phone 
booth and used his toll credit card to phone his Army home base in 
the U.S. The Army home base then phoned a Navy communications 
center, which contacted the Navy ships via satellite, and the Army 
officer finally got the gun-fire support he needed. 

The shock-wave from this incident forced the U.S. Armed Ser- 
vices to begin to reluctantly acknowledge each other’s existence on 
the electro-magnetic spectrum, but the corrective action hasn’t 
reached MARS, and the scuttlebutt is that it never will. 

— Until we have an emergency requiring inter-service MARS 
cooperation, and America pays the price for MARS members never 
having trained to work efficiently together.

CENTRAL FLORIDA HAMS MAN NETS DURING 
HURRICANE ELENA EVACUATION

Anticipated coastal flooding from Hurricane Elena put into effect 
Governor Graham’s evacuation orders for residents all along 
Florida’s West Coast. Preparations to receive and handle refugees 
inland, provided real emergency procedure radio practice for 
Central Florida’s Polk County hams. bacigg ! 

Amateur radio, coordinating with the police, the Red Cross, and. 
county, state, and national civil defense networks, served as a vital 
communications link. Manning and provisioning the designated 
shelters were the principal traffic handled over the 48-hour - 
emergency period.
